— Not less rc- 
marUnble tlmn it is deplorable, is the 
case of Felix Forest i, ol Terrara, doctor 
jof civil law, one of the exiles lately ar- 
rived at New York, in the Austrian brig 
L’Usaro. 

Foreati studied jusisprudcnce at the 
university of Bologna, where he obtained 
the honor of a doctrale. He had not yet 
completed his twentieth year when he 
was chosen public defender of the accu 
sed, and deputy judge, in the court of civ- 
il and criminal justice, at Ferrara; and 
almost at the same time he was received 
as a member of a public academy of fo* 
rensic eloquence, which then flourished 
in that city. At the yet early age of 
twenty-five, he was called to preside, with 
the ti'.le of counsellor, over a pretura, or 
tribunal, in the Austrio-Venelian territo- 
ry. He received in this honorable em- 
ployment the appjobation of his fellow 
citizens, ond repeated evidences of the 
satisfaction of the government. This 
tribunal had jurisdiction, without limits 
as lo the amount or object in controver- 
sy, in civil suits, in a territory contain- 
ing forty thousand inhabitants or more ; 
and administered correctional punish- 
ment to all kinds of transgressors of pub- 
lic and private order. 

In the midst of his public avocations 
his ardont and generous mind could not 
fail to perceive and lament the wrongs 
sanctioned by his* country. His well- 
tnown patriotism — the principles of na- 
ional independence and freedom which 
he openlv professed — and the general es 
timation in which he wa6 held, were so 



many motives that induced ihe chiefs of 
the celebrated secret society of Italy, 
called the Guelfo Carbonari (which iu 
1817 existed only iu lhat part of Italy 
lying to tho right of the Po) to determine 
on having recourse to Foresti, anil initi- 
ate him in the secret view's of the asso- 
ciation. 

The ten lency of such a societ y was to 
enlighten the Italian people on their real 
political interests, which consists in giv- J 
ing all their strength to the promotion of 
union, liberty and independence in Italy, ' 
in the overthrow of foreign domination, ' 
and the downfall of those petty principali- 
ties, which tear to pieces that rich, beau- 
tiful and civilized country. 

Foresti did not disappoint the confi- 
dence thus placed iu him; and by h < s ef- 
forts the society of Guelfo Carbonari, 
was in 1818 extended also to the left sice 
jof the Po, where the Austrian dominion 
existed. 

But the society was discovered in the 
commencement of 1819, and its members . 

’ ware persecuted, with extreme rigor, at 
the same time, in the kingdom of Naples, | 
in the papal slates, in the duchess of Mo- 
dena and Parma, and in Austrian Italy.]* 
I’lie imprisonments were numerous, and 
many of the victims were conspicuous 
for wealth or talent — all for greatness of 
inind or patriotic zeal. 

It was then (in 1819) that Foresti like • 
wise was arrested and placed in the stale 
j prison at Vienna, where a commision e.x-j 
traordin try, composed of five judges, 
commenced tho trials, which, with mor-j 
tal slowness, were protracted three \ears 
—that is tn guv, their termination was not 
till 1822. 

Many sentences of death wore pro- 
nounced by this commission; hut this 
extreme condemnation was commuted by 
[grace of the emperor, to twenty, fifteen 
r ten years of severe imprisonment. 

A sole exception was made in respect 
to Foresti and Ins two companion®. The 
emperor, iu a billet written with his own 
hand, ordered the president of the su- 
iprerne tribunal of the Lombardo- Vene- 
tian kingdom, to cause the sentence of 
.death to lie executed on Ihe three princi- 
pal agents of tho Guelfo Carbonari soci- 
[etj : and a high commissary was sent to 
[Venice in order to make known this nian- 
jdaic of his sovereign pleasure. 

In consequence of this, Foresti was 
jclo.-ely and strictly confined fur forty davs 
uGone of those terrible dungeons, which 
were used formerly by that despotic and 
cruel inquisitioh [Inquisizione di statu] 
of the extinct Venetian republic. He 
was there left a prey to mental anguish, 

I expecting from day to day the infliction 
of the extreme penalty to which' he was 
subject by the imperial decree. But his 
iJestinv was changed — alas! how unhap- 
ps ! The punishment of death was com- 
muted to that of twenty years of “severe 
imprisonment,” and he w as immediately 
conducted lo the state prison of the dis- 
mantled fortress* of Spiedbcrg, in Mora- 
via, in tho vicinity of the city of Brunn. 

Full fourteen years the unfortunate 
Foresti remained in this “severe impris- 
onment,” where — with heavy chains up- 
ton his feet, wi ; hout intelligence from his 
family or his country, separated from the 
living world — he bathed, each day, with 
tears, the scanty food allowed to him by 
the severity of prison discipline. 

At length, in 1835, Ins prison door was 
opened, hut on condition that ho should 
abandon, not only bis own native coun- 
try, but Europe, entirely, and should lire 
as an exile in America. 

Thus severed, by unjest force, from all 
that civilized man holds dear — his coun- 
try, his relatives, and his friends — he 
has placed his loot on this land of liberty, 
filled with the delight inspired by the 
thought of the political virtues possessed 
by the generous inhabitants of the Uni 
ted States. He seeks a hospitable asy- 
lum, and an occupaiion in which industry' 
mar earn the comforts of lite. 

The cause for which his misfortunes 
were incurred, has been a noble one — as 
the cause of independence was noble, 
which jhe American people sustained 
through so many sacrifices, with so much 
constancy, and with triumphant suc- 
cess. 

The similarity of the cause in which 
ho has suffered, is a chief recommenda- 
tion of this oppressed and injured Italian 
lo our sympathy, but he is further recom- 
mended by the misfortunes of his family, 
whom he left in prosperous circumstan-! j 
ces, at the commencement of his impris- 
onment; but finas, at the moment of his 
release, fallen inte destitution. During 
his confinement, he lost his parents, and 
the greater part of his property; and he 
'comes here almost destitute of means, 
[but rich in unblemished honor, and in a 
j resolved and efficacious will to apply his 
physical and intellectual powers sons to 
provide, by a correct and deserving course 
of life, for the supply of his daily bread. 

To this end, he asks only the kindness 
of tho people among whom he has the 
honor to live. He desires to be employed 
in some family or seminary, either as a 
teacher ami instructor, or ns assistant or 
director to the business agency of some 
wealthy proprietor. 



lie has been a judge, and he was a 
lawyer; lie possesses much erudition in 
tho sciences, anti ho is not a stranger to 
the polite literature of his own land. He 
understands the Italian, German, French 
and Latin languages. Those are his 
only means — he has no other — bv which 
to gain a living. — N. Y. Sunday Morn- 
ing News.

Coronation of the Emperor of Austria , 
— A letter from Prague, published in the 
Journal des Debats, gives the following 
description of the ceremony of the coro- 
nation which was to take place on tho 
7th of September. The Archbishop has 
the right of anointing, and of c owning 
the King. He addresses him in Batin, 
with the following questions. Will you 
he faithful to the holy religion? Will 
you govern and protect the kingdom, ac- 
cording to the principles of justice and 
your brethren? To which the King re- 
plies, I will. Then, on his knees, he 
takes the crown between the hands of 
the Archbishop. The unction is then 
performod on the right arm, on tho two 
shoulders, and on the breas'. Afer the 
unction, the Marshall of the empire girds 
upon the King the sword of St. Vencesla, 
puts the sceptre in his right hand, and in 
his left the imperial globe. After this 
ceremony, ’ the states take the oath. A 
Te Deurn is sung, and the solemnity is 
ended by n grand royal banquet. On this 
occasion are created knights of tho or- 
der of Venceslas, with the sword of that 
hero, in the same manner ns ct the coro- 
nations iu Hungary are made knights of 
the golden spur, with tho swoid of St. 
Stephen.

A Chapter from an u, -publish*.: Manuacup. 
Battle of Lak e Erie, the City of Buffalo, 

and the towns of Erie and tleeelund. 

Perhaps no event either of ancient or 
modem tunes ever created a more vt wd 
sensation than Pern’s votary on he 
Lake. 1 well remember how tf u irs. 
upon ns, waking up the dormant ener- J 
c ies of the people, who had been much 
dispirited by the previous ill success ol 
the war. It is fresh in my recollection, 
that not a lace could be seen that was 
not lighted up with u'sinile, nor was there 
a heart that did not heat with an enthu- 
siastic iervor lor tho I lore, who It id a* 
chieved for hid country a victory never ; 
to lie forgotten, while the waters "I bine 
shall be poured forth on their way to the 
circling ocean by the mighty culaiact ot 
Niagara. 

I remember some of the many prophe- 
cies that were then made; that when 
towns and cities should brighten where 
then extended the dark and tangled lur- 
resls ; when ports should spread their 
arms,’ and lofty barks should rule, vheie 
then tho canoe was tieJ to the slake. 
When the then present age should have 
grown into venerable antiquity, and the 
mists of fable begin to gather round its 
history; then would the people look back 
at this battle as one of I lie romantic u- 
chievemeuis of the days ol yore. 

How little was then anticipated of the 
future destinies of the island seas, and 
then surrounding borders, for lu’.-but little 
more than twenty years have elapsed, 
and already we behold “towns and cities 
brighten” where rho dura and langied 
forests, afforded shelter to the wilJest 
suvage and the beast of prey. I will not 
speak of Buffalo, -hat city speaks trumpet 
for herself. Wholly destroyed by i ho 
enemy in 1813, she has, Phoenix like, 
arisen in her splendor from a population 
of five hundred to one of eighteen thou- 
sand, and now rivals many of her sister 
cities on the Atlantic border. But I must 
devote a considerable pail of this chapter 
to the town of Erie, in Pennsylvania, 
which it is decreed is soon to be to that 
state what Buffalo is to New York. The 
beautiful town of Erie, from whence was 
fitted out the fleet that has rendered tho 
name of Perry immortal, cannot much 
longer be kept from her high destiny. 

Situate on the Bay of Presquile, near- 
ly equi-distant from Buffalo and Cleve- 
land, she fur surpasses either in many oi 
those natural advantages, which, though 
somewhat later in llie'r developcineut, 
never fail eventually to excell all that art 
can accomplish. There is not perhaps 
in the world a more spacious, safe and 
convenient harbor, than that of Erie. 
The peninsula of Presquile is an arm of 
the main land thrown around and enclo- 
sing a sheet of water eight square miles 
in extent, having an average depth of 
from eighteen to twenty-lour feel, clear 
of all low ground and marshes of any 
kind. The natural entrance is from the 
east, but there is also an artificial one in 
progress from ihe west, both of which are 
and will he protected by piers, breakwa- 
ters and embankments created nnd in 
progress of erection by the general gov- 
ernment, who recognise in that splendid 
harbor the only place on the lake suffi- 
ciently safe and extensive for a great 
commercial an! naval marine. 

The town is most pleasantly and pic 
turesquely situated, on a hank situated mi 
a bank about fifty feet above the level of 
the lake, and gradually rising by an ueli- 
vitywbic.li is s > gentle as scarcely to he 
percepi inle. It is 'he seat of the county 
of the same name, has now a population 
of about three thousand souls, which is 
rapidly increasing, and which must con- 
tinue to increase in a geometrical series, 
for no plnce can he in ire healthy, being 
entirely free from these febrile diseases, j 
which result from the miasma of low and 
mnr.-hv grounds located in their vicinity, 
or from the decomposition of tho vegeta- 
ble substances with which many of the 
streams are loaded that empty into the! 
lake, and which throw off exhalation 
highly dolcteriuus. Whereas the streams 
of the county of Erie and the neighbor- 
hood of the town are famous for Ihe purity 
of their waters and their rapid descents, 
which afford abundant wa'er privileges 
for manufacturing purposes, nunv of 
which are in active operation within a 
circuit of a few miles. 

The county of Erie at present contains 
a thrifty population of about thirty thou- 
sand, who arc industrious and enterpri- 
sing, and in favor of internal improve- 
ments, properly conducted banks, and 
nil oilier modern inventions for facilita- 
ting trade. The town contains rnanv j 
public buildings, four or five churches of 
Episcopalians, Presbyterians, Baptists,! 
Methodists, &c. Willi nn academy, a 
female seminary, a court house, county 
office and a county prison. 

But that which renders t Lis place so 
very deserving the attention' of men of 
enterprise, is the concentration of so 
many important communications, and a 
locality which makes it the newest point 
of communication, between the Atlantic 
cities, as well 113 the Ohio River and the 
lake
